The Alberta students' council 
took lis stand In a télegram to 
CUS President Doug Ward. When 
informed of the news Bishop's 
External Vice • President, Andy 
Sancton revealed that his council 
was advising the campus to leave 
the union also.. . 

The decision wlll be taken in 
a referendum scheduled for mid- 
October. 

Student leaders were not sur- 
prised by the decisions as both 
universities were opposed to the 
pollticaliy-oricntcd program un- 
dertaken by CUS at its recent 
Halifax congress. 

In reference to the moves, 
Ward said he was "glad to see 
that the student movement Is get- 
ting politicized and beginning to 
deal with the Issues." 

He said the developments 
would result in "a winnowing" 
of the membership. 

He claimed that CUS is 
"beginning to organiie around 
issues and it has never done that 
before" but had merely followed 
the Ideal of placing all Canadian 
students "in one box".

Student dies after tryout

.. .''■'■°9"«'y »truek the McGlll campus Monday evening as twenty-year-old Peter Sebes- 
lyen died suddenly after taking part in an Indian football workout. 



Sebestyen, a third year science 
student residing at 4887 Prince 
of Wales Avenue in Montreal, bad 
taken part in warm up calisthe- 
nics with the rest of the Indian 
squad for about twenty mhiutes 
when he began to suffer stomach 
cramps. Head coach Dave Copp 
directed the stricken player to 
the dressing room and told,. him, 
not to take part in any fiirthcr 
cxerci'scs. 

Sebestyen collapsed in ttic 
dressing room and was treated by 
Dr. H. Brodie, the attending team 
physician and Dr. E. C. Percy, 
head physician of the Athletics 

^Depaiiinen^ Emergency treat. 

'meïïP^faïféd' and Sebestyen was 
pronounced dead upon arrival at 
Royal Victoria Hospital. 

At present, the cause of death 
is unknown but an autopsy may 
be held at a later date. This was 
the first Indian practice Sebes- 
tyen attended, and according to

Griffiths expressed profound 
regret that such a tragic incident 
had occurred and noted that this 
was the first time an athlete had 
died while participating in McGili 



athletics. It is perhaps the first 
death in Canadian Intercollegiate 
AthleUcs. 

Coach Copp said he did not 
believe that the ailment was se- 
'rious when he sent Sebestyen to 
the dressing room. Cramps are 
considered a normal reaction to 
cariy-scason conditioning and the 
trainers on duty were prepared 
to handle this case as such. 

Sebestyen had not undergone a 
medical before he arrived at 
practice but Griffiths said this 

was the usual manner in which 
intercollegiate teams operate. 

"A player is not required to 
have a medical exam until he 
decides to draw heavy equip- 
ment," noted Griffiths. Sebes- 
tyen took part in the drill with- 
out full football gear, since he 
had reported, too late to pick up 
any equipment. 



At McQill. SludenU' Society 
President ^im McCoiibrcy said he 
was disappointed at the move 
because the loss -of Alberta is 
the loss of ^n ally within CUS. 

He termed CUS a "very selfish 
organization*? but expressed com- 
plete faith Iç Ward, saying he is 
"the roost Qualified person in 
Canada to load a student union 
like this." 

McCoubreV'Said the move left 
"CUS as ondUS" — the Ontario 
Region of tha Canadian Union of 
Students — since most of its 
officers and votes originate there. 

"Almost any excuse would be 
enough to justify" Alberta's with- 
drawal adding that one should 
not leave an organization sim- 
ply because he docs not agree 
with the roaiarity. 

He did no; anticipate McGill's 
departure from the union but 
said, "The rtasons for withdraw. 



ing from CUS would be the same 
as those for not Joining UGEQ." 

External .Vice-President Amie 
Aberman said "this serves as a 
warning for CUS that if they 
continue further down the road 
to becoming a political organiza- 
tion they will naturally lose their 
identity as a Canadian union of' 
students but will become a Ca- 
nadian union of students of a 
political nature such as SUPA, 
the young PCs, the young Li- 
berals or the NDY. 

"They will no longer be able 
to claim to represent Canadian 
university students." 

The developments occurred 
two weeks after the Halifax con- 
gress at which some universities, 
notably Alberta, Bishop's and 
McGill, strongly opposed an ac- 
tivist CUS poUcy.

QUEBEC — A d^moi^stration by some 1,500 Laval students 
yesterday noon praised Premier Daniel Johnson's stand 
against Ottawa. 

Johnson was speaking at the opening of the Campagne 
de Souscriptions, a fund raising campaign sponsored by the 
iinlversity. 

It was a quiet scene, and student marchers carried placards 
approving Johnson's call for 100 per cent tax control for 
Quebec. They were also demonstrating for improved student 
aid in the province. 

The mass demonstration was sponsored by AGEL in con- 
Junction with the individual faculty -associations, 

Students wanted Johnson not to back down in his stand 
towards Ottawa, so that the province of Quebec could reap 
the full returns of taxes. This was a key plank in the June S 
Union Nationale election platforpi. 

They, also pressed him to fulfil the policy of student aid 
as recommended by UGEQ. 

- The Premier, recalling his college experiences as president 
of AGEUM (Association Géndrale des Etudiants de rUnlversilé 
de Montréal), spoke on the Ottawa situation. 

He said that' he had to act in the interests nt future 
generations as well as those concerned with the issues at the 
present time. 

He hoped the students would understand and accept his 
stand toward the leaders in the nation's capital. 

Jean Taillon, president of AGEL (Association Générale 
des Etudiants de l'Universilc de Laval), reminded the govern- 
ment of its promises to improve the student financial aid 
system, and hoped that action ..^wpuld^bejt^cnirom

Memorial University of New- 
foundland was thé first, to with- 
draw from the organization on 
the grounds that it was too po- 
litical. 

Alberta President Branny Shc- 
panovich, who was particularily 
concerned about CUS interna- 
tional policy, persuaded his coun- 
cil to follow suit in yesterday's 
announcement. 

Sancton was a leading spokes- 
man against heavy political in- 
volvement at the congress and 
Informed delegates he would 
advise Bishop's to withdraw. 

He said last night that, with 
the Alberta move a referendum 
on the issue jj^WDUIjy^^^^l^u^^^^ a 
formality". I»^lted'*^«r^tirong 
anti CUS feeling at Bishop's be- 
fore the entire episode. 

Alberta's Shepanovich has 
been opposed to current CUS 
operations since his election last 
March. Earlier this year he sent 
a circular to all council presi- 
dents warning them against 
"overextension". 

The circular questioned the 
CUS national executive's right to 
make policy statements on world 
issues while at the same time 
claiming to represent the opi- 
nion of all Canadian students. 

It urged delegations to the Ha- 
lifax congress to consider re- 
stricting CUS to activities which 
directly Involve university and 
other post-secondary students. 

When bis proposals failed to 
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receive support at the congress, 
Shepanovich' threatened to pull 
Alberta out of CUS. 

"We can do without CUS," he 
was quoted as saying in Edmon- 
ton last March, "but the question 
is can CUS do without us." 

But CUS chief Ward exjlressed 
little concern yesterday about the 
financial inplications of Alberta's 
withdrawal. 

The western univeralty'9 11,000 , 
students would have added an 
estimated $7,000 to the CUS cof- 
fers this year but the five-cent- 
per-capita dues increase will 
more than caneel this out 

Ward , said CUS will probably 
embark .on a fund-raising cam- 
paign to raise money for his 
depleted budget and denied there 
will be any cutback in CUS pro-.^ 
jccts this' year. 

'^It means we are. going to 
have to work harder," he added. 
"It will be a smaller and a 
tighter union now." 

Called into question is the 
status of the $280,000 cultural 
and athletic festival schediiled 
for next March on the Edmon- 
ton and Calgary campuses of 
the U. of A. 

The festival has received back- 
ing from CUS and financial sup- 
port from the Centennial Com- 
mission.

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Book rush creates problems 

As thousands of students stand in endless lines waiting to buy their books on time, 
the facilities of the A^Gill University Book Store are the subject of mounting criticism. 



Staff of the bookstore are harried and 

impatient with the current situation, even with 
Freshman and Engineering branches set up 
outside the main store; 

Aside from the rush, there arc perennial 
difficulties to be faced. Theft is always a serious 
problem, and this year stricter precautionary 
measures have been , undertaken to prevent 
losses. There are' multitudes of refunds to be 
paid out daily, departmental requests, estimated 
orders and re-order demands to be dealt with. 
George Ramsay, General. Manager of the book, 
store, said yesterday that despite a 20% mark- 
up on text books, profits are low because run- 
ning costs account for ^%. 

Second-hand books are another problem for 
the bookstore, for most students are unaware 
that the bookstore buys back books every 
spring. They are purchased on a direct cash 
basis at 557a of the previous retail price, and 
sold in the fall with the regular texts. 

The prices of all textbooks are those quoted 
from the publisher's, suggested retail price with 
no managerial intervention. 

All profits go to the Students' Society and 
losses are absorbed by the University. The 
McGill bookstore has no financial reserve, as 



in many large universities, for prevailing policy 
insists that students derive all profits. 

Concerning the advisability of student co- 
operative bookstores, Ramsay said he was not 
against the idea of student co-operatives. How- 
ever he felt such « plan would never succeed 
in McGill, as Harvard-type co-operatives offer 
a much wider variety of articles than just text- 
books. 

Ramsay, who has been with McGill for 14 
years, heads a staff of fifteen, all employed by 
the University. The managing committee of the 
bookstore is a Senate committee consisting of 
the Principal, a Professor from each faculty, 
the Executive Assistant to the Principal, the 
Manager of the bookstore and the President of 
the Students' Society. 

Ramsay as Manager reports to this Com- 
mittee, which in turn makes recommendations 
to the Senate. 

He has employed 16 student workers to help 
him this year and had to turn down fifty. He 
commented that students, although Intimately 
connected with books, are not necessarily the 
most efficient assistants. 

When will the crowds disperse ? Mr. Ramsay 
cheerfully predicts next week. But until then, 
students will just have to patiently wait their 
turn.

New system instituted 

McGill aid includes short-term loans 

Bursaries and loons from the Student Aid Office will be distributed this year under 
a new formula. . 



Students who qualify for aid 
from McGill will be expected to 
pay it back in part as a short 
term loan. Loans will bear in- 
terest at 3% from the date of 
issue. But interest will be waived 
on money repaid before next Sep- 
tember. 

Dr. E. Clifford Knowlcs of the 
Student Aid Office described the 
new formula of bursary and loan 
aid as an effort to equalize the 
distribution of grants from uni- 
versities across Canada. 

"A student from British Co- 
lumbia who qualifies for aid on 
the grounds of scholarsliip and 
financial need can apply directly 
to McGill for assistance," he said. 
"But a student from Quebec or 
Ontario who meets the same re. 
quirements must first ask his 
province for aid before- applying 
to McGill." 

"fs it fair for the student from. 
B.C. to get the aid directly while 
the student from Quebec or On- 
tario cannot?" 

He said the new system should 
not cause, students needing aid . 
any undue difficulties, but may 
create greater responsibility for 
the students if they repay loans 
with their summer earnings. 

The Student Aid Office has 
.been visited 1800 times since it 
opened on August 1 and there 
have been 40 or 50 demands for 
grants each day since then. To 
date, there have been no com- 
plaints about the new system. 

A student who feels he has 
been unjustly treated can appeal 
to a Senate Revisions Committee, 
composed of a member of the 
''Board of Governors and a re- 
presentative of the Students' 



Council. Last year no one 
appealed any - decision of the 
Student Aid Office. 

When asked if the amount of 
this year's student aid budget 
was reduced. Dr. Knowles re- 
fused to comment on the grounds, 
that to reveal any information 
concerning student aid at McGill 
might damage relations with 
Quebec.

Minister Vorster 
bans student head 

CAPETOWN (CUPi) - Ion 
Robertson, president of the 
National Union of South AfrN' 
can Students, was .recently 
banned by Justice Minister Bol- 
thozar Vorster. Vorster has 
since been named prime mi- 
nister. 

Vorster said this was done to 
prevent another Leftwich inci- 
dent (Robertson was involved in 
sabotage trials two ycqrs ago), 
and because Robertson was a 
member of the "communist front" 
Defence and Aid Fund which is 
now banned. 

Vorster claimed Robertson had 
been in contact with subversive 
groups in Basutoland and Swa- . 
dland. 

The NUSAS, however, possesses 
documents refuting Vorstcr's 
chairges. NUSAS leaders hope 
their evidence and the attacks 
made on the order in Parliament 
will persuade Vorster to review 
the matter. 



Quebec Government Student Aid 
Service, commented : 

"I am sorry that Rev. Knowles 
has not seen fit to affirm or deny 
persistent rumors about a serious 
reduction In aid at McGill. 

"It's 'true that the university is 
having financial problems at the 
present time. But if there must 
be budgetary cutbacks, then these 
must not come from the student 
aid allocation." 

Dr. Robertson was not available 
for comment. 



S.African Students 
protest racist bills 

CAPETOWN (CUPI) - Two bills 
introduced in Parliament have 
met with strong protest* from 
students in English universities 
and colleges across the 
country. 

The first bill aims to protect 
.students,^dc8taff^!who support 
racial disa^minatlon: State aid 
may be withheld from a univer- 
sity which discriminates against 
racist staff or students. 

The second will prohibit non- 
white students from belonging to 
any "white" organization, other 
than academic, on campus. 

John Daniel, National Union of 
South African Students vicè- 
president, said his organization 
will oppose both bills.

M. Johnson and 
English Quebec 



An examination of the results . of I ost 
June's provincial election confirms that the 
English'speoking community of Quebec was 
solidly opposed to Daniel Johnson and the 
Union Nationale. Recent English<speaking 
press comment on Premier Johnson's state* 
ments at the federal-provincial conference 
indicate that this same community has not 
yet realized the full Implications of the 
Liberal-Union Nationale polarization in the 
province, or of Quebec's demands on Con- 
federation. 

Before the election of last June tHere was 
no basic ideological difference between the 
Liberals and the Union Nationale, except 
that one was in power and the other was 
not. To the English-speaking Quebecer, how- 
ever, the Liberals were the party of dynamic 
progress and the Union Nationale the party 
of regression and corruption. This view pre- 
vailed although M. Lesage's attitudes to 
labor were reminiscent of nineteenth-century 
practices, as in the Vachpn case, and despite 
the troubles the Liberals were having with 



student dertiands for free edûçàtiorî^More 
important, the fact that the Union Nationale 
had undergone a full-scale clean-up of 
ideology and personnel was ignored. While 
French-speaking Québécois understood the 
situation, English Quebecers were impressed 
by the Liberals' image_and haunted by the 
spectre of NU Duplessisismf thèVé fears only 
reinforced traditional English support for the 
Liberals, which was. founded initially on the 
love affair between the Liberal Party and the 
Anglo-American corporate empire of South- 
ern Ontario and Western Quebec. These 
fears and these traditions, however, unfor- 
tunately prevented English-speaking Que- 
h«cers|^from^ active part In the 

rëfùvenatiôn of the Union Nationale. Un- 
fortunately, because such a participation 
could have forced the Union Nationale to 
the left of the Liberals and offered Que- 
becers a real choice between ideologies 
rather than the superficial one between po- 
litical parties contesting for power. 

As it turned out, M. Johnson has showed 
himself much less authoritarian than his pre- 
decessor, and in many of his decisions re- 
markably more astute. But the same forces 
which prevented English Quebecers from 
gaining any power in the Union Nationale 



when it was being reformed provoked the 
English-Canadian response to Johnson's re- 
cent statements. The Montreal Star, in its " 
Monday editorial, raised two basic points 
which English Canadians always tend to 
come back toi a) that the BNA Act represents 
a partnership or compromise and b) that on 
balance Quebec has got a net gain out of . 
the deal. 

The first assumption is in direct contradic- 
tion to the thinking of most French Cana- 
dians. In a recent article in Le Devoir, Pro- 
fessor Michel Brunet contended that the ma- 
jority of Québécois felt rooked by Confede- 
ration and that the French Canadian elites 
betrayed their people when they claimed 
Confederation was desirable forj^uebec. Yet 
English Canadians still see Quebec through 
the looking-glass of the French elites. Porter, ^ 
in The Vertical Mosaic, explains this situation 
by claiming that It has always been In the 
interests of the English elites in Ottawa and 
the French elites in Quebec to keep Canada 
elitist and ethnocenTric. They have done this, 
he asserts, by clouding over every ! real 
attempt at social reform with discussions of 
ethnic relations. And this continues to be the 
second reaction which English Canadians 
hove to Quebec demands on Canada. 

Quebec, in the long run, has not got a net 
gain out of Confederation. In proportion to 
their percentage of the population as an 
ethnic group, French Canadians have long 
been and continue to be under-represented 
in the upper income strata and elite positions 
of Canadian society. And not only French 
Canadians, but, to varying degrees, every 
other ethnic group in Canada. 

Quebec's demands on Canada require En- 
glish-speaking Canadians to recognize the 
ethnocentrism that pervades Canadian so- ^ 
ciety and to initiate social change, rather 
than prate vague babblings about French- 
English relations.
